INTERCEPTED  LFTIER: 


The  following  letter  was  forwarded  by  TOM  HITT  and  was  conposed  by  R.  R.  TIPPY 
lol lowing  a  discussion  at  the  Bluefield  (invention.  Your  consideration  of  the 
matter  presented  will  be  appreciated  !!  Possibly  you  will  want  to  corrment  in 

a  future  issue  of  the  bulletin!  (YES,  we  do  need  material  for  publication  in 
the  coming  issues ! ) 

Dear  Tom: 

In  accordance  with  our  brief  conversation  at  the  Bluefield  meeting,  I 
am  forwarding  you  some  material  for  your  consideration  to  be  published 
in  SCRIP  TALK.  In  my  opinion,  at  least  two  of  the  subjects  should  stimulate 
some  interest  and  as  an  old  scrip  collector,  I  would  like  to  see  them 
discussed  and  resolved..  The  format  that  I  will  follow  will  be  to  ask  the 
question  and  then  give  the  answer.  I  do  this  with  the  realization  that 
perhaps  many  knowledgeable  collectors  will  not  agree  -  specifically  on 
items  1  and  2,  that  is,  the  first  and  second  subjects  listed  below: 

QUESTION:  How  should  coal  scrip  be  defined? 

ANSWER:  Coal  scrip  (tokens  or  paper)  were  issued  as  an  advance  on  wages 
to  the  employee  by  the  coal  company  or  their  duly  authorized  representative. 

The  total  face  value  of  this  scrip  was  subsequently  deducted  by  the  coal 
company  against  wages  earned  and  so  reflected  on  the  employee's  pay  statement. 
(NOTE:  The  above  is  presented  as  a  draft  and  by  design  and  intent'  is  brief. 

In  my  opinion,  the  "KEY"  to  any  definition  should  incorporate  the  fact  that 
the  coal  company  made  the  deduction  for  scrip  issued. 

QUESTION:  Was  coal  scrip  used  as  payment  in  lieu  of  U.  S.  currency  or  coin 

in  those  instances  where  the  employee's  pay  statement  deductions  were  less 
than  wages  earned? 

ANSWER:  NO,  but  this  may  not  have  always  been  the  case  in  certain  geographical 
areas.  I  relate  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  use  of  scrip  for  the  past  sixty 
years  in  Illinois,  eastern  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  To  the  best  of  my  know¬ 
ledge,  in  these  areas  if  the  employee's  deductions  did  not  exceed  wages 
earned  (often  times  they  did  not),  the  employee  was  not  paid  the  balance  due 
m  scrip.  Comments  on  this  are  solicited  from  Dodrill,  Orrahood,  Caldwell, 
Edkins  and  others  -  also  on  the  first  question  presented  above. 

QUESTION:  Are  all  scrip  tokens  that  reflect  the  name  "WASSON"  considered 
coal  scrip? 

(ANSWER:  YES,  the  Wasson  family  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  coal  industry 
in  Southern  Illinois  (primarily  Saline  County);  and  is  so  reflected  by  Dodrill. 

QUESTION:  Are  scrip  tokens  that  reflect  the  name  "WASSON"  with  a  counterstamp 
reading  "DALLAS"  considered  coal  scrip? 

ANSWER:  Yes,  this  is  thoroughly  documented  and  the  foot  note  in  Edkins  on 

Page  23  is  in  error.  Mr.  Edkins  advises  that  this  will  be  corrected  in  the 
new  Edkins  catalog. 

1  trust  that  the  above  will  merit  your  critical  evaluation  and  that  you  accept 
this  data  with  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  intended.

Over  the  past  eight  years  I  have  spent  considerable  time  trying  to 
locate  coal  scrip  from  southeastern  Kansas  with  very  little  success. 

On  a  number  of  occasions,  1  was  able  to  do  some  research  at  Kansas 
University  to  sort  out  information  on  the  names,  locations,  and  status 
of  the  former  coal  mining  communities  of  Crawford  and  Cherokee  counties. 
Only  a  very  few  former  coal  camps  are  now  hamlets  and  villages  which 
may  account  for  the  scarcity  of  Kansas  coal  scrip.  1  might  add  that 
the  only  Kansas  coal  scrip,  in  addition  to  what  Hdkins  has  in  the  first 
book,  1  have  found  is  McCormick  Coal  Co.  Fuller,  KS. ,  A.B.  Ryder 
Mercantile  Co.  (c/s  for  Gross  ('amp  Mines)  Gross,  KS.  ,  United  Club  of 
Midway  (Midway  Pioneer  Coal  Mine  Camp)  Midway,  KS. ,  and  Larson  Bro. 

(Mine)  Weir,  KS.  which  are  round  cardboard  tokens. 

Now  for  a  little  history  of  the  Kansas  Coal  Field  which  1  would  like 
to  share  with  the  members.  The  construction  and  opening  of  the  first 
underground  shaft-mine  in  Southeast  Kansas,  near  the  present  day  village 
of  Seammon,  was  in  1874.  This  first  underground  mine  signaled  the 
beginning  of  coal  mining  in  Cherokee  County  and  adjacent  Crawford  County. 
In  the  following  years,  other  shaft  mines  were  opened  in  the  coal¬ 
bearing  areas  of  the  two  counties.  Underground  mining  continued  until 
the  1930*5  when  strip-mining  started  to  take  over.  Prior  to  the  first 
underground  mine  in  1874,  there  were  two  forms  of  mining:  drift  mining 
and  strip-mining  by  animate  power.  The  small  early  drift  mines  were 
along  outcroppings  of  coal  beds  on  the  hillslopes  and  sides  of  ravines. 
They  were  called  "gopher  hole"  mines.  In  these  early  days  strip 
mining  was  done  by  teams  of  guided  mules  pulling  scraps  and  plows 
over  coal  seams  that  had  very  little  ground  over  them.  These  two  forms 
of  early  day  mining  proved  ineffective  due  to  the  small  volume  of 
product  ions . 

The  Wei r- Pi ttsburg  (Cherokee)  coal  field  was  found  to  be  the  most 
important  seam  in  the  coal  field  due  to  a  thickness  of  three  feet 
and  covering  a  large  area.  The  average  shaft  mine  in  this  coal  area 
was  285  feet.  There  was  about  290  important  mines  with  vertical  shafts 
downward  to  the  seam  and  then  extending  tunnels  into  the  coal  seam. 

Many  of  these  larger  shaft  mines  had  a  degree  of  permanence  about 
them  and  stimulated  the  rise  and  growth  of  nearby  assemblages  of 
houses,  shacks,  and  other  structures  which  served  the  needs  of  the 
operators  and  employees  of  the  mines. 

Going  through  numerous  sources  of  material  at  Kansas  University  1  was 
able  to  locate  over  100  sites  of  former  coal  mining  communities.  A 
number  of  these  settlements  survived  to  become  rural  and  urban  commun¬ 
ities,  which  presently  have  no  connections  with  mining  except  for  their 
early  beginnings.  Most  of  these  former  communities  arc  nonexistent. 

Two  major  factors  stimulated  the  rise  of  mining  camps  and  communities 
in  the  coal  fields.  First  was  the  urgent  need  for  housing  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  large  numbers  of  mostly  foreign-born  miners  and  their  families. 
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A  second  factor  was  the  lack  of  transportation  during  the  early  days 
of  underground  mining,  so  the  poorly  salaried  miner  had  to  live  near 
his  place  of  employment.  So  the  coal  companies  built  "company  houses", 
a  "company  store",  and  a  community  hall.  The  larger  mining  communities 
had  rooming  houses,  hotels,  saloons,  churches,  schools,  hi acksmi ther i es , 
railway  trackage,  and  even  farms. 

The  establishment  and  growth  of  the  coal  mining  communities  in  the 
coal  field  began  in  the  late  1870’s.  The  first  camps  were  located  in 
the  southern  portion  of  the  coal  field  in  Cherokee  County  and  spread 
towards  the  northeast  into  Crawford  County  as  the  field  was  extended 
and  developed.  The  most  active  period  for  the  establishment  of  the 
mining  settlements  was  probably  between  1890  and  1910.  The  communities 
were  disseminated  from  one  end  of  the  coal  field  to  the  other  as  were 
the  underground  mines.  Presently,  there  are  no  mining  communities  in 
Kansas.  The  last  few  probably  became  defunct  in  the  1930’s.

located  at  crossroads.  The  physical 
into  the  peripheries  of  two  or  more 
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Streets  of  the  camps  were  usually  oriented  to  the  basic  directions  of 
the  compass  (north-south  and  east -west).  The  streets  and  roads  in 
most  of  the  camps  show  they  were  essentially  parrallel  to  the  section 
roads  which  formed  the  most  important  street  in  the  mining  communities. 
The  blocks  between  the  streets  were  divided  into  lots. 

There  were  two  basic  types  of  houses  in  the  coal  mining  settlements  in 
Kansas.  One  was  more  or  less  square  with  a  hipped-roof  and  the  other 
was  the  elongated  ( "crackerbox") .  The  square  type  was  the  larger  of 
the  two  and  was  used  by  larger  families.  The  elongated  ("crackerbox") 
house  is  built  like  a  boxcar  and  cut  crosswise  into  three  rooms.  The 
two  basic  house  types  were  further  modified  and  enlarged  by  joining 
two  or  more  of  them  into  T-shaped,  L-shaped,  or  U-shaped  structures. 
These  houses  can  be  seen  today  on  some  farms  and  in  small  settlements 
which  were  once  coal  mining  camps. 


I  found  that  geographical  names  of  the  mining  camps  originated  from 
several  sources.  A  number  of  camps  were  named  for  the  owner  of  the 
land  which  was  leased  or  purchased  by  the  coal  companies.  As  examples 
Capaldo,  a  former  coal  camp  in  Crawford  County,  was  named  for  the 
original  owners  of  the  land.  Ringo,  another  camp  was  named  for  the 
owners  of  the  land.  A  number  of  camps  were  named  for  coal  operators, 
superintendents,  and  coal  companies.  Tor  another  example,  Fleming,  a 
camp  in  Crawford  County  was  named  for  Ira  Fleming,  superintendent  ol 
a  coal  company.  Scammon  ( Scammonvi 1 le)  in  Cherokee  County,  once  a 


y 
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%  large  mining  camp,  was  named  for  the  Scammon  brothers,  who  were  early 
coal  mine  operators.  Kirkwood  and  Crowelburg,  both  in  Crawford  County, 
were  named  for  A.  B.  Kirkwood,  a  coowner  of  the  Wear  Coal  Company,  and 
the  Crowe  Coal  Company. 


Another  camp  was  named  for  its  georgraph ical  position;  Midway,  an  early 
camp  in  eastern  Crawford  County,  was  named  for  being  Midway  between 
fort  Scott  and  Baxter  on  the  stage  line.  (Token  known  from  here  is 
United  Club  of  Midway  which  was  Midway  Pioneer  Coal  Mine  Camp)  a  few 
mining  camps  were  named  for  natural  features  or  characteristics,  such 
as  Mulberry,  bone  Oak,  Breezy  Hill  and  Mineral  City. 

The  most  important  coal  companies  were  the  Sheridan  Coal  Company, 

Western  Coal  G  Mining  Company,  Cherokee- Pi  1 1  sburg  Coal  G  Mining  Company, 
Central  Coal  G  Coke  Company,  Mayer  Coal  Company,  Clemens  Coal  Company, 
Kansas  G  Texas  Coal  Company,  Crowe  Coal  Company,  Pittsburg  G  Midway 
Coal  Mining  Company,  Wear  Coal  Company,  and  the  Missouri,  Kansas  and 
Texas  Railway  Company. 


Several  camps  were  interestingly  named  after  the  numbers  of  the  shaft 
mines  of  the  larger  coal  companies.  To  illustrate,  the  Central  Coal  G 
Coke  Company  had  mines  numbering  in  the  40’ s  and  50' s;  there  were  numbers 
42,  43,  45,  48,  49,  50  and  51.  The  camps  assumed  the  names  as  42  Camp, 

49  Camp,  50  Camp,  and  51  Camp.  Camp  50  is  the  only  one  that  survived 
and  is  now  a  small  rural  hamlet.  The  Sheridan  Coal  Company  had  its 
numbers  3,  4  1/2,  5  6,  7,  9,  10,  11  12  and  14  mines  after  which  camps 
were  named.  These  Sheridan  camps  have  been  nonexistent  for  years. 


Some  mining  communities  have  interesting  and  humorous  names.  The 
Cherokee -Crawford  coal  field  was  a  good  one.  1  came  across  names  as 
4  1/2  Camp,  Dogtown  (named  for  the  abundant  dogs  kept  by  the  miners). 
Little  Italy,  Red  Onion,  Red  Camp  (named  for  all  red  houses).  Water 
Lilly,  Gebo  Camp,  Pumpkin  Center,  Chicopee,  Klondike,  Blue  Goose, 
Scabpatch  (named  for  non-union  miners),  Progtown  (named  for  frog 
infested  pond  near  camp),  and  Buzzard’s  Roost  Camp. 

The  number  of  employees  in  these  underground  mines  in  Cherokee-Crawford 
counties  reached  10,000  around  1917  to  1918.  In  addition  to  mostly 
buropean  nationalities  there  were  also  a  number  of  native-born  blacks. 

But  by  and  large  they  were  ’’melting  pots”  of  Italians,  Austrians, 

Germans,  Yugoslavs,  French,  Belguims,  Hnglish,  Welsh  and  Scots.  The 
mining  camps  ranged  in  size  from  less  than  50  people  to  over  1,000. 

The  majority  remained  small. 

1  failed  to  mention  earlier  that  the  main  seam  ( We i r - P i t t sburg)  was  one 
level  and  not  multileveled  as  they  commonly  were  and  are  in  the 
Appalachian  coal  areas.  Once  an  underground  area  of  the  seam  was  mined 
out,  the  mines  were  closed  and  dismantled,  and  new  mines  opened  else¬ 
where.  The  camps  were  commonly  moved  including  the  houses,  shacks,  and 
all  other  buildings  after  being  disassembled,  and  moved  on  railroad  flat¬ 
cars  or  on  huge  flat  wagons  pulled  by  mules  and  horses.  It  has  been  said 
that  a  mule  shed  of  an  old  camp,  may  be  a  miner’s  shack  in  the  new  camp. 
The  transported  houses,  shacks,  and  other  buildings,  now  a  part  of  a 
new  coal  camp,  were  lined  up  in  rows  with  the  vacant  ground  between  the 
rows  of  houses  becoming  the  dirt  roads  and  streets  of  the  new  camps. 


hstabl i sh ing  new  camps  was  frequently  repeated  during  the  period  of 
shaft  mining  from  1874  to  1930. 

during  the  late  1920's  and  early  1930's  a  series  of  problems,  acting 
in  combination,  caused  a  steady  and  rather  quick  decline  of  underground 
mining  in  this  coal  field.  The  main  reasons  were  the  depression,  the 
rise  of  mechanized  strip  mining,  competition  from  oil  and  gas,  labor 
problems  (strikes),  and  competition  from  Kastern  coals. 

With  the  decline  of  underground  mining,  the  landscape  of  these  two 
counties  changed  as  the  mines  closed,  the  camps  near  the  mines  were 
vacated  and  gradually  fell  into  various  stages  of  decay.  Many  miners 
went  to  other  operating  mines  in  the  area,  migrated  to  other  coal 
lining  reagions  of  the  U.S.  or  entered  different  trades.  Some  miners 
retired  or  went  on  welfare  and  remained  in  a  few  of  the  coal  camps. 

Most  railroad  spurs,  ties,  and  tracks  were  removed  although  there  is 
still  some  abandoned  railroad  equipment  visible  today.  Most  of  the 
dirt  roads  leading  to  the  mines  and  camps  have  grown  over  by  vegetation 
or  plowed  for  use  as  cropland.  About  all  that  is  left  of  numerous  camps 
are  the  remnants  of  foundations,  sidewalks,  cellars,  and  water  wells 
along  with  the  tailing  pile  or  dump  of  the  former  mine. 

A  few  of  the  mining  camps  survived  the  decline  of  underground  mining 
and  became  hamlets,  villages,  towns  and  one  city  (Pittsburg).  Pittsburg, 
Arma ,  Frontenac,  Mulberry,  and  Scammon  were  located  on  one  or  more 
railroad  lines,  and  this  advantage  lent  stability  to  their  communities 
and  helped  to  sustain  them  during  the  decline  of  underground  mining. 

in  summary,  commercial  shaft  mining,  stimulated  the  beginning  and 
growth  of  numerous  mining  communities  in  the  Cherokee -Craw ford  counties 
and  coal  field.  A  number  of  present-day  rural  and  urban  communities 
can  trace  their  origins  back  to  a  coal  camp  near  an  underground  mine. 

But  most  camps  fell  into  physical  decay  after  the  miners  departed. 

Where  crops  now  grow  and  cattle  now  graze  on  many  sites,  there  were 
once  busy  mines  and  mining  camps.  With  the  close  of  the  last  shaft 
line  in  this  coal  field,  a  colorful  and  important  era  of  mining  ended 
which  had  a  profound  impact  upon  the  history  of  this  portion  of 
outheastern  Kansas.

THE  JOHNSTOWN  COAL  AND  COKE  COMPANY

The  history  of  the  Johnstown  Coal  and  Coke  Company  is  the  history  of  Andrew  B. 
Crichton  and  his  brothers,  Harry,  John,  Walter  and  William  Jr.,  sons  of  William  Crichton 
who  served  during  his  lifetime  as  a  mine  superintendent  for  various  companies  in  Pa.  and 
West  Va. 

In  1907  Andrew  opened  an  engineering  office  in  Johnstown,  Pa.  and  this  was  to  be¬ 
come  the  offices  of  Johnstown  Coal  and  Coke  Company. 

In  February  of  1912  Andrew  B.  Crichton  and  John  E.  Evans  acquired  the  holdings  of 
John  C.  Martin  located  just  east  of  Portage,  Pa.,  known  as  Martin's  Branch. 

The  Cambria  County  Coal  Company  was  organized  at  the  same  time  by  Mr.  Crichton  and 
Mr.  Evans  for  the  purpose  of  leasing  the  Martin  coal  lands  to  other  operators.  From 
1912  to  1918  the  following  companies  had  operations  along  the  Martin  Branch:  Miller 
Coal  Company,  Portage  Coal  Mining  Company,  Trout  Run  Coal  Mining  Company,  Aetna  Coal 
Mining  Company,  Forge  Coal  Mining  Company,  Ivy  Ridge  Coal  Mining  Company,  Plymouth  Coal 
Mining  Company,  Colonial  Coal  Company,  George  Pearce  &  Sons,  Logan  Cool  Company,  Munster 
Coal  Company,  Martins  Branch  Coal  Mining  Company,  Brubaker  Coal  Company,  Beachly  Coal 
Company,  W.  H.  Hughes  &  Company,  and  Hopfer  Coal  Company. 

During  this  period  many  a  train  of  coal  moved  off  Martin's  Branch.  The  tonnage 
averaged  one  and  a  half  million  tons  a  year  from  mines  which  in  those  days  were  known 
as:  Red  Bird  Slope,  Blue  Bird  Shaft,  Jailbird  Mine,  The  Goat  Mine,  Puritan  Shaft,  White 

Elephant  Slope,  Hog  Hole  Mine,  Wildcat  Mine,  Last  Chance  Mine,  Wilkinson  Drift,  Beachly 
Mine,  The  Big  Apple  and  also  the  Sauerkraut  Mines. 

Predecessor  of  the  Johnstown  Coal  and  Coke  Company  was  the  Beachly  Coal  Company, 
which  was  organized  in  May,  1915,  to  pperate  a  mine  at  Beachly,  Addison  Township,  Somer¬ 
set  County,  Pa.,  formerly  owned  by  C.  G.  Masters.  The  Board  of  Directors  in  the  early 
days  of  this  company  were  Andrew  B.  Crichton,  H.  M.  Davies  and  C.  G.  Masters.  In  January 

1916,  Harry  A.  Crichton  was  elected  Assistand  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  in  November, 

1916  he  was  elected  a  Director. 

In  December,  1916,  iperations  were  started  on  Martin's  Branch  in  coal  lands  owned 
by  the  Cambria  County  Coal  Company.  The  Somerset  County  property  was  sold  in  April  ol 

1917.  For  now  all  coal  operations  of  the  company  in  Pennsylvania  were  confined  to 
Cambria  County. 

The  next  several  years  saw  rapid  growth  for  the  group  with  properties  being  ac¬ 
quired  in  West  Virginia  and  Maryland. 

In  July  of  1917  The  Johnstown  Coal  and  Coke  Company  was  organized  as  a  Sales  company, 
and  a  few  months  later,  John  A.  Crichton  joined  the  company.  An  office  was  opened  in 
New  York  by  John,  who  was  later  joined  by  his  brother,  Harry. 

In  February  of  1920  the  Meadow  Creek  Coal  Company  was  organized  in  West  Virginia, 
and  Walter  B.  Crichton  joined  the  firm.  The  directors  of  this  company  were:  Andrew  B. 
Crichton,  H.  A.  Crichton,  W.  G.  Crichton,  John  W,  Walters  and  John  E.  Evans.  Property  was 
leased  in  Greenbrier  County,  W.Va.,  and  mining  operations  commenced  shortly  thereafter. 

It  was  necessary  to  clear  the  land,  build  dwellings,  a  store,  an  office,  and  the  necessary 
structures  for  mining  operations.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the  Crichton  No.  1  Mine  and 
the  town  of  Crichton,  W.Va. 

It  was  also  during  1920  that  the  Manor  Coal  Company  was  organized  for  operation  of 
the  newly  acquired  property  at  Vindex,  Garrett  County,  Maryland.  This  company  operated 
until  1950. 

In  1925,  William  Crichton,  Jr.,  who  had  been  Vice-President  and  General  Manager  ol 
Virginia  Electric,  Inc.  in  Charleston,  W.Va.,  joined  the  firm  as  General  Manager  of  Mary¬ 
land  operations.  Later  he  went  to  West  Virginia  as  General  Manager  of  Crichton  and 
served  in  this  capacity  and  as  a  director  until  his  death  in  1948. 

The  Greenbrier  Smokeless  Coal  Company  was  acquired  in  1925.  This  company  operated 
,i  mine  at  Bellburn,  Greenbrier  Co.,  W.Va.,  just  a  few  miles  from  the  Crichton  No.  1  mine. 
The  mine  at  Bellburn  was  later  known  as  Crichton  No.  2  mine. 

During  the  1920s  and  30s,  the  properties  in  all  three  states  were  operated  and 
improved.  Also  during  these  years,  through  merger  and  consolidation,  all  became  part  ol 
and  known  as  Johnstown  Coal  and  Coke  Company.

In  1940,  the  Logan  Coal  Company  and  other  interests  of  William  J.  Faux  with  pro¬ 
perties  at  Beaverdale,  Pa.}  were  acquired,  operating  the  Logan  3  and  4  mines.  In  1944, 
the  Crichton  No.  4  Mine  was  opened  in  Nicholas  County,  W.Va.  It  was  fully  mechanized, 
with  belt  transmission  throughout  the  mine. 

In  1933,  important  operations  of  the  company  were  Crichton  No.  4,  the  Beaver  Run 
Mine  at  Beaverdale,  Pa.,  and  the  Portage  No.  2  and  No.  4  at  Portgage,  Pa.  The  Logan  No 
4  was  operated  under  a  lease  to  A.  B.  Crichton,  Jr.  The  mines  in  Greenbrier  Co.,  W.Va. 
vere  also  being  operated  by  lessees. 

The  company  still  maintains  its  general  office  in  Johnstown,  Pa.  1  spoke  to  Mr. 
Kaites,  the  General  Manager,  about  the  use  of  scrip  at  any  of  their  stores  in  Pa.  and 
he  said  none  was  used  there  because  the  union  was  too  strong.  He  has  been  with  the 
company  for  a  long  time  and  talked  about  the  use  of  scrip  at  Vindex,  Maryland,  and  at 
Crichton,  W.  Va. 

The  main  thing  that  interested  me  in  preparing  this  article  was  that  you  can't 
tell  who  owns  or  owned  a  coal  company  by  its  name  alone.

During  his  recent  trip  to  Texas,  Bill  Williams  uncovered  a  cigar  box 
full  of  token  from  an  unlisted  Maund  Lumber  Company,  (Hemphill,  Texas). 
Although  the  box  was  full,  there  were  only  19  5(  pieces  (R8)  which 
limits  the  total  full  sets.  The  10$  is  R3,  the  $1.00  1<4  and  the  2.3d 
and  30 d  both  a  high  R1  almost  R2.  At  this  time  only  10  sets  are  avail¬ 
able  tc  collectors.  The  owner  plans  to  distribute  the  remaining  sets 
to  her  grand  children  and  other  close  relatives  since  her  father  was 
the  owner  of  the  company. 

Harry  Mellon  Maund  operated  his  own  lumber  business  from  1909  to  1929. 
During  this  time  be  ran  two  sawmills,  a  planeing  mill  and  a  commissary 
at  Hempnill,  Texas  from  1  920  to  1926  vzbere  these  tokens  were  used. 

His  first  lumbering  activity  was  cutting  and  floating  logs  down  the 
Sabine  River  to  Orange,  Texas.  Later,  he  bui  1 1,  op  era  ted  and  moved 
his  sawmill  to  at  least  six  other  locations  in  Louisiana  and  Texas. 
According  to  his  daughter,  who  is  in  her  70' s,  he  used  scrip  only  at 
the  Hemphill  operation.  In  1929  following  the  stock  market  crash, 

He  had  to  close  his  mills  and  then  went  to  work  for  Southern  Pine 
Lumber  Company  in  charge  of  their  timbering  operations.

EARLY  COAL  MINING  IN  ALABAMA

The  history  of  Alabama  coal  is,  in  a  way,  a  reflection  of  Southern  history. 
Although  coal  w.s  undoubtedly  seen  by  early  travelers  in  Alabama,  the  first 
written  account  of  it  didn't  occur  until  the  late  1820's.  Legend  has  it  that 
some  hunters  put  stones  from  a  creek  bed  under  the  logs  of  their  campfire,  and 
awoke  to  find  tht  stones  on  fire.  That  creek  was  later  named  Coal  Branch. 

On  an  1832  geological  map,  Tuscaloosa  is  shown  as  having  bituminous  coal. 
Just  four  years  later  some  coal  was  being  mined  in  the  Birmingham  area.  The 
mining  was  primarily  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Coosa  basin,  and  the  coal  was 
loaded  on  barges  and  taken  down  the  Coosa  River.  Alabama's  first  coal  shaft, 
known  as  Frierson’ t  Shaft,  was  sunk  in  Walker  County  near  the  mouth  of  Lost 
Creek  in  1839. 

It  was  reported  that  David  Hanby  purchased  some  land  near  the  Blount  County 
line  in  1840.  This  land  included  the  bed  of  the  Warrior  River,  which  contained 
coal.  In  the  fall  of  1840,  Mr.  Hanby  built  two  flat-boats,  loaded  them  with 
coal,  and  floated  them  to  Mobile.  The  report  said,  "In  Mobile  nobody  would  buy 
the  coal.  He  had  to  give  it  3way  and  send  a  negro  along  with  every  bucketful 
to  show  the  people  how  to  light  and  burn  it."  There  is  some  doubt  regarding 
these  last  statements,  as  English  coal  had  been  used  in  Mobile  for  years. 

A  distinguishe:'  English  geologist,  Dr.  Charles  Lyell,  was  not  aware  there 
was  any  coal  in  Ala,ama  until  1844.  He  visited  the  state  in  the  winter  of  1845, 
and  noted  that  the  quality  of  the  Alabama  coal  was  preferred  to  all  other 
available  coals  for  manufacturing  gas  at  Mobile.  Dr.  Lyell  also  visited 
Professor  Brumsby  at  the  University,  and  together  they  toured  some  of  the  pits. 

The  first  biennial  report  of  the  Alabama  Geological  Survey  was  issued  in 
1850.  The  report  stated  that  the  Coosa  field  coal  was  mined  and  taken  down  the 
river  to  Montgomery,  selling  there  at  40c  a  bushel.  Other  coal  had  been  mined 
in  the  Cahaba  field  on  Little  Ugly  Creek,  and  the  coal  was  said  to  be  of 
excellent  quality.  This  field  had  good  roads  to  the  pits  and  company  houses 
for  the  workmen.  Several  boats  were  available  to  transport  the  coal  to 
market,  and  this  appeared  to  be  a  successful  mining  operation. 

The  1850  Geological  Survey  also  describes  a  new  process  for  mining  being 
used  at  the  mouth  of  Village  Creek.  This  new  process  was  called  "diving  for 
:oal."  Men  on  flat  boats  would  use  mauls  to  drive  long  wedge-shaped  crow  bars 
: nto  the  seams.  When  a  ledge  of  about  two  feet  was  loosened  across  the  seam, 
the  men  would  dive  into  the  water  and  bodily  lift  the  coal  to  the  surface  and 
place  it  in  the  boat.  This  method  was  later  improved  by  slipping  chains  around 
tne  coal  and  raising  it  with  cranes  that  had  been  rigged  to  the  boat.  This 
method  of  mining  was  successful  for  three  reasons:  slabs  weighing  as  nuich  as 
810  or  1,000  pounds  could  be  lifted,  the  coal  was  free  from  shale  and  other 
inpurities,  and  the  expense  was  moderate. 

In  1854  the  first  coke  was  made  in  Alabama  in  Tuscaloosa  County.  The  coke 
was  made  at  Howell's  Mines.  These  were  old  mines  where  some  slave  labor  was 
employed . 


The  Alabama  Coal  Mining  Company  opened  a  mine  in  the  Cahaba  field  in  1855. 
This  field  was  about  three  miles  west  of  Montevallo,  and  it  later  supplied  most 
of  the  needs  of  the  Confederate  arsenal  at  Selma.  This  mine  operated  until 
late  1859,  and  used  the  first  steam-powered  machinery  for  hoisting  coal  in 
Alabama.  It  was  also  the  only  Alabama  mine  shipping  coal  to  market  by  rail¬ 
road.  (Alabama  River  &  Tennessee  RR)  When  the  mine  closed  in  1859  it  was 
shipping  33  tons  per  day.  The  property  was  purchased  by  the  Montevallo  Coal 
Mining  Company  in  1863,  and  its  coal  shipments  during  the  war  were  as  much  as 
80  tons  per  day. 

In  1862  the  needs  of  the  Army  for  coal  took  precedence  over  all  other  cus¬ 
tomers.  On  June  26th  there  was  an  agreement  with  the  Alabama  Coal  Mining  Company. 
The  company  was  "to  furnish  3000  T.  coal  ...  as  required  during  next  12  months; 
to  deliver  as  fast  as  practical  until  a  supply  of  500  or  600  T.  is  accumulated, 
and  thereafter  fast  enuf  to  keep  this  supply  undiminished  until  the  3000  are 
delivered.”  On  October  24th  an  additional  15,000  to  20,000  tons  were  also  con¬ 
tracted  for  to  help  fill  the  Army's  need. 

After  the  war,  the  demand  for  coal  returned  to  pre-war  levels,  and  there 
was  little  development  in  Alabama's  coal  industry  for  some  years.  It  wasn't 
until  the  early  1870' s  that  Birmingham  developed  into  an  iron-making  center, 
and  that  development  increased  the  demand  for  coal. 


By  1879  Alabama  coal  was  being  shipped  by  rail  to  New  Orleans.  The  coal 
varied  in  quality,  but  all  was  good.  The  Pratt  coal  was  preferred  for  steam 
and  gas  generation  and  sold  for  $5.50  per  ton.  The  Helena  coal  was  harder  and 
therefore  recommended  for  domestic  purposes.  It  sold  at  $6.00  per  ton,  while 
the  Montevallo  brought  as  much  as  $7.50  per  ton. 

The  coal  industry  in  Alabama  grew  steadily  through  the  1880' s.  Although 
the  market  was  somewhat  restricted  during  the  panic  of  the  nineties,  it  regained 
momentum  at  the  turn  of  the  century  and  grew  at  a  pace  at  least  equal  to  that 
of  American  industry  in  general.

ALMONT,  TEXAS  (NW  Bowie  County)  Located  10 
miles  north  of  DeKalb,  the.  post,  office  was 
established  in  1893.  In  the  late  1890's,  N. 

A.  Shaw  erected  a  sawmill,  cotton  gin  and 
store.  All  operations  ceased  in  1904  and  the  post  office  was  closed.  (No  tokens  known) 

BABER,  TEXAS  (E  Angelina  County)  A  post  off  ice  was  established  and  a  sawmill  built  in 
1906  by  S.  F.  Carter.  It  was  named  for  an  early  Texas  lumberman.  In  1910,  the  population 
was  350.  The  mill  discontinued  operations  in  1913.  The  post  office  was  used  until 
1927.  (No  tokens  are  known). 

BARNUM,  TEXAS  (E  Polk  Co.)  W.  T.  Carter  and  Bros.  Lbr.  Co.  erected  a  sawmill  in 
1882.  The  town  was  named  for  a  friend  of  the  Carters  named  Barnum,  who  owned  and 
operated  a  sawmill  at  Groveton,  Texas.  (Trantow  and  Texas  Trade  Token  both  list  a 
10c  and  $1.00  token  at  Barnum.) 

MANNING,  TEXAS  (S  Angelina  County)  Town  was  named  for  W.  W.  Manning,  who  erected  a 
sawmill  in  1867.  A  logging  tram  of  about  10  miles  was  built  to  Huntington  in  1907. 

In  1920,  the  population  was  1,000.  The  W.  T.  Carter  lumber  interests  operated  a  saw¬ 
mill  here  in  the  early  1900' s  as  Carter-Kelly  Lumber  Co.  The  mill  burned  in  1936  and 
was  not  rebuilt  due  to  lack  of  timer.  The  railroad  and  post  office  were  closed  in 
1937.  (Trantow  lists  the  following  tokens  for  Carter-Kelly  Lbr.  Co.:  5,10,25,50c  in 
brass;  5  and  10c  in  Alum.;  and  $1.00  in  bimetal.  Texas  Trade  Tokens  and  Supplement  t 

also  lists  four  of  the  above  tokens.). 

MOBIL,  TEXAS  (NW  Tyler  County)  Allen  and  Co.  erected  and  operated  a  sawmill  6  miles 
west  of  Colmesneil  from  1883  until  1900.  It  was  acquired  by  Kirby  Lumber  Co.  and 
continued  operations  until  1910.  According  to  legend,  the  town's  name  was  derived 
from  the  nickname  of  a  black  handyman  from  Mobile,  Alabama.  A  post  office  was  opened 
Sept.  18,  1881  and  closed  Oct.  31,  1925.  (No  tokens  are  known).. 

BUNA,  TEXAS  (S.  Jasper  County)  The  Beaumont  Lumber  Co.  established  this  logging  camp 
on  the  Gulf,  Colorado  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  in  1892.  A  10  mile  tram  was  built  south 
to  Fords  Bluff  on  the  Neches  River,  from  which  logs  were  floated  to  their  sawmill  in 
Beaumont.  The  town  was  first  named  Carrolla  for  the  Carroll  family.  It  later  was 
changed  to  Buna  by  Joe  E.  Carroll,  Sr.  for  a  cousin.  Buna  Corley.  Kirby  Lumber  Co. 
obtained  the  operations  in  1901.  (No  tokens  are  known  from  this  town). 

GIST,  TEXAS  (SE  Jasper  County)  The  town  was  named  for  J.  W.  Gist,  an  early  pioneer 
settler.  It  was  started  in  1906  on  the  site  of  an  old  logging  camp  previously  owned 
by  a  Mr.  Shade.  In  1912,  Tomme  Lumber  Company  was  cutting  15,000  board  feet  daily. 

(No  known  tokens). 

GLADSTELL,  TEXAS  (NW  Liberty  County)  George  and  William  Grogan,  owners  of  Grogan  Manu¬ 
facturing  Co.,  established  the  town  and  named  it  for  their  daughters,  Gladys  and  Estell. 
They  operated  a  circular  sawmill  with  a  50,000  board  feet  daily  capacity.  The  Trinity 
River  Lumber  Company,  Houston,  Texas  was  its  sales  agent.  By  1920  operations  apparently 
had  ceased  and  the  population  had  decreased  to  only  50.  (Trantow  and  TTT  list  the 
following  tokens:  5,10,25,50c  and  $1.00  and  $1.50). 

GRAY BURG,  TEXAS  (S  Hardin  County)  Town  was  built  by  Thompson-Ford  Lumber  Co.,  in  1905. 
They  painted  all  of  the  buildings  gray  and  the  company  doctor,  Dr.  F.L. Thompson  sug¬ 
gested  the  name,  Grayburg.  The  mill's  capacity  was  160,000  board  feet  per  day  using 
450  employees.  It  operated  until  1928  when  the  timber  supply  was  exhausted.  At  the 
peak  of  operations,  the  population  was  1,800.  Today  it  is  a  ghost  town.  (Trantow  and 

ill  Supplement  list  a  5c  token  with  the  facsimile  signature  of  J.  W.  Hafmels,  Vice-Pres. 

He  was  believed  to  have  been  an  officer  of  Thompson-Ford  Lumber  Co.)
